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REMARKS 



Claims 1 and 26 are pending in the present application. Claims 1 and 26 have 
been rejected. Claim 1 has been amended for clarification. No new matter has been 
added. Claims 31-34 are newly presented. Accordingly, claims 1, 26 and 31-34 are 
now pending in the present application. 

As per a conversation with the Examiner on July 1, 2009, I agreed to submit 
these new claims of substantially the same scope as claims 1 and 26, which the 
Examiner has deemed allowable if the continuation application is abandoned. 
Accordingly, the continuation application (serial number 12/272,718) will be 
abandoned herewith.
